the most striking and abhorrent 
proof of the fallacy of the ‘good 
man’ theory in politics. 

“Wilson, the pacifist, drew us into 
the world’s most frightful warn 
Wilson, the anti-militarist, imposed 
conscription upon the country in 
war and urged universal military 
training, a large standing army ané 
a huge mavy in peace, Wilson, the 
democrat, arrogated to himself au- 
tocratic power grossly inconsistent 
with a republican form of govern- 
ment, Wilson, the liberal, reviewed 
the mediaeval institutions of the 
inquisition of speech, 
conscience. His administration sup- 
pressed radical publications, raided 
homes and meeting places of its 
political opponents, destroyed their 
property and assaulted their per- 
sons. Wilson, the apostle of the 
‘new freedom,’ infested the country 
with stool pigeons and spies anda 
filled the jails with political pris- 
oners. Wilson, the champion of la- 
bor, restored involuntary servitude 
in the mines and on the railroads 
and answered the wage demands of 
the workers by jailing their leaders. 

Reign of Moral Terrorism. 

“Wilson, the idealist and humani- 
tarian, has inaugurated a reign of 
intellectual obscurantism, moral 
terrorism and political reaction, the 
like of which this country had 
never known before. The morbid 
national psychology which he has 
helped to crea‘s has produced such 
atavistic political types as Palmer, 
Burleson, Swest and Lusk, [It has 
advanced to places of honor politi- 
cal moun.whbanks like Ole Hanson, 
but has put into prison stripes the 
noblest and truest types of Ameri- 
can manhood, persons like Eugene 
V. Debs and many of his less con- 
spicuous fellow prisoners. The piti- 
ful collapse of ilson’s liberalism 
was nothing accidental. 

“Woodrow Wilson was probably 
inspired by the best of intentions 
when he ran for re-election. But 
he did not voice the sentiments,

states where cold and blizzards fea- 
ture the winter season— 
“is the fact that the owners fail 
to provide a reserve feed store and 
turn them onto the range to forage 
for food where there is nothing 
but snow to be had. Because Uncle 
Sam allows them all their feed they 
figure that they can lose 25 per 
cent of their herd and still make 
money.” 

As for the remedy he suggests, it 
is, perhaps, as practical as any that 
could be expected from an investi- 
gator who had not yet visited and 
inspected the southeast. 

He expressed it as his opinion 
that— 


“the range should be regulated on 
the same foresighted_ yfolicy as the 
forest reserve. Permits should be 
demanded as well as a fee and cer- 
tain seasons should be closed, giv- 
ing the grasses a chance to re- 
seed.” 7 

Had he been familiar with south- 
eastern conditions that enter into 
the availability of a country for 
live stock production, undoubtedly 
his suggestion would have been:

Cutting the Distinction 
Between “Conventions.” 

There is one other matter that I 
“want to make clear. 

Many seem to think that the con- 
vention of May 18 is to be a “state 
convention” similar to those held 
in the state in past years, and simi- 
lar to the “state convention” which 
will be held this fall after the pri- 
miary elections scheduled for next 
September are contlucted. Such is 
not the case. 

The regular “state conventions” 
are held under and subject to the 
provisions of the Neill primary law 
of 1917. This law making no pro- 

‘vision for a preSidential primary 
nor for a convention to be held 
afterwards, the convention of May 
18 will not, therefore, be a “atate 
eonvention” in the sense that body 
is populérly understood and re- 
garded by the people. The election 
laws of the state do make provision, 
however, for such a presidential 
preference primary, but when one 
is called it is governed, regulated 
and controlled entirely by the rules 
laid down by the state executive 
committee, or other governing party 
authority ealling the same, as here- 
tofore explained. 

The convention of May 18, there- 
fore, is to be controlled entirely by 
the rules an down by the execu- 
tive committee, for in no other way 
could it come legally into existence; 
whereas, if it were a “state con- 
vention” in the usually accepted 
sense, it would be called, made up 
and controlled by the-provisions of 
the primary law of 1917. It is well 
enough to keep this simple but 
clear distinction in mind. 

Etections, whether primary or 
final, “must, in order to be valid, 
proceed according to law. A “state 
convention” is called and held ac- 
cording to the primary law of 191% 
whereas, a “convention,” such as 
that of May 18 will be, is called

Problem In Near East, 
. [Is Far From Settled, 


Says Frank Simonds 


San Rémo Conference 
Has Sketched Few Fron- 
tiers, But Has Accom- 


Simonds.

New York, May 8.—While the at- 
tention of the world has necessarily 
been concentrated upon the larger 
question before the Sart’ Remo con- 
ference, the problem of the Telations 
between the allies, the-present state 
and the future probabilities of the 
alliance which conquered Germany. 
it is not less true that other deci- 
sions sketched at San’ Remo may 
have for the Near East larger con- 
sequences than any other similar get 
of agreements affecting the east- 
ern end of the Mediterranean since 
the days of the collapse of the 
Byzantine empire and tye rise of 
Turkey in Europe. 

In their general recognition of 
the responsibility of Germany, for 
the worid war, Americans have been 


too little interested in the eastern 
question. Yet this question supplied 


the occasion for the conflict and 
contributed certain among the 
causes, which wére woven into the 
mesh of European rivalries, ambi- 
tions and even anxieties. The de- 
composition of the Turkish empire, 
in fact, infected the springs of Eu- 
ropean policies and intergational re- 
lations and the crime of Serajevo 
was, after all, the ultimate mani- 
festation of the working of the poi- 
son. 


Two Suabstitates Wanted. 

Now, after a fashion, tne war 
has liquidated Turkey in Europe. 
it has similarly distributec the as- 
sets,of the Hapsburg empire. The 
two edifices have fallen together. 
But, one of the secrets of the per- 
Sistence of each was found in the 
inability to find a substitute. We 
were all accustomed to quote be- 


fore the recent war the remark ot 
the statesman: “if there were no 
AuStria, it would be necessary to 
create one.” But not until the war 
had come anu gone, leaving Aus- 
tria in ruins, was there any gen- 
eral appreciation of the funuamental 
wisdom of this declaration. 
@Touday, in place ot the Hapsburg 
empire we have in central HKurope 
a confusion of states, not yet in 
all cases well fused, too trequent- 
ly divided trom each other by ra- 
cail hatreds-and territorial jealous- 
ies, which Supply indefinite causes 
1or anxiety in the tuture. Worse 
than this to the contusion created 
Dy these elements, tnere is added 
the confusion, for the moment at 
ieast mOve Serious, Gue to tne eco- 
nomic chaos the changes have pro- 
duced. Self-determination of races 
is far more easily achieved than 
self-maintenance, the separation of 
economic units, mutually comple- 
mentary, has resulted in a paraly- 
sis which in places beggars descrip- 
tion. It almost seems, in certain 
instances, as if races, which had 
for centuries cherished the dream 
of liberation, have reaiized it only 
to die of starvation in the tirst 
hours of freedom. 

So much for the problems of cen- 
tral kKurope, the dissolution of the 
Austrian empire, inescapable under 
the circumstances, has resulted in 
chaos hardly less perilous to world 
peace than that form of order sus 
tained by bayonets and applied by 
tyranny, which existed betore July. 
1914, But there remains the ques- 
tion of the Turkish emptre, much 
larger in area, although containing 
less than half as many human be- 
ings. In it, too, the decomposition 
has reached a point where the 
whole world must for sanitary rea- 
sons, if no other be concerned. 

To dispose of the Sultan’s Eu- 
ropean state is, aside from Constan 
tinople and the straits, no grave 
task. Thrace has been Greek now 
and again since the dawn of his- 
tory. The @fienic element is the 
largest single ethnic group. In as- 
signing this province to Greece, 
then, the San Remo conferees have 
acted logically and justly. Yet this 
act of justice carries with it no 
solution to the age long rivalry be- 
tween the Bulgar and the Greeks. 
No decision of the European Areo- 
pague can extinguish the aspira- 
tions and the ambitions of the Bul- 
garians, who a thousand years ago 
fought for this region with the 
Greeks of the Byzantine empire, 
won it, re-won it and finally saw 
it pass to the Turks, together with 
their own lands and those of 
Greece, all swallowed up in the 
Pengulfing waves of Osmanli inva- 
sion, 

Adriatic Questien. 

We cantot say that ‘tthe settle- 
ments made in the Turk’s old Eu- 
ropean estate stand unchallenged, 
nor du they yet approximate com- 
pleteness. since. Albania remains to 
be disposed of, with Italy Jugo- 
Slavia and Greece laying claims to 
various regions. The Italians seek 
to preserve the integrity of the ter- 
ritory as delimitedgat London. at 
the close of the first Balkan war. 
The Greeks cling to their claims 
to Koritza., more than once ac- 
knowledged by Europe, the Serbs 
toward Scutari. Nor can one forget 
the Albanians themselves who have 
am een’ hatred for Italian, Serb 
and Greek. : 

- But the Adriatic 


question, in 
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which Albania is a circumstance 
awaits settlement. The San Remo 
eonference was no more furtunate 
than that of Paris and, as a@ conse- 
quence the debate was adjourned, 
it was only on the Asiatic side taat 
‘decisions were taken, not without 
some hesitation, not without some 
recognition that they could hardly 
be regarded as final, yet taken for 
all that and set forth in a document 
to be served upon the sultan. 

Now in the decisions taken, & 
certain policy is disclosed. To oc- 
eupy all of the Turkish empire was 
a thing peyond the capacity of any 
one of the three great powers rep- 
1esented at San Remo, nor was any 
one of these nations ready to con- 
gent that the whole burden and the 
full reward should be ~ Bbestowe 
upon any nation. As usual in the 
.Near Ezst, the whole debate was 
complicated by the conflicting as- 
pirations of the European powers, 

There were, in a sense, four great 
claimants, that nation having the 
best claim in right, Greece, being 
the smallest of the powers con- 
canes. There were. in addition, at 
least two raves, in. fact three, al- 
though there was litle reas consid- 
eration for the Turk himself. These 
were the Arabian, the Armenian 
and the Osmamli Turk. Aside from 
the fragments of many other races, 
these, with the Greeks, constituted 
the most considerable ethnic groups 
dwelling in Asiatic Turkey. 

As to the Arabian fraction, §¢0- 
graphically it inhabits all the re- 
gion south of a line drawn east and 
west from the Persian frontier to 
the Guli of Alexandretta, which is 
just where the southern line of the 
great peninsula of Asia Minor joins 
the north and south stretch of the 
Syrian coast. The Arabs consti- 
tuted a majority of the population 
in the valleys of the Tigris and the 
Euphrates, in Syria, in Palestine, in 
all the vague desert regions whicn 
extend southward in the great Ara- 

an peninsula. 
iy might have been the basis 
for the creation of 4 national state, 
an Arab state. And there was, too, 
a’ nationalistic movement repre- 
sented by Emir Feisial, son of the 
sheriff of Mecca, who had led his 


followers against the Turk in all the, 
campaigning of the latter phases of' 
the war in this region. Moreover, | 
for this nationalistic movement, 
there was profound sympathy both 
in Great Britain and in tbe Unitea 
States. 
An Unfortunate Agreement. 

But unhappily tnere has been ad 
agreement between France, Britain) 
and subsequently with Italy, as to, 
the allocation of the _ territories) 
which had teen Turkish. If the! 
mass of population in the Arabian, 
districts was Arab, there. was some, 
respectable minoricy of Christians, 
on the <-yrian coast and France had 
preserved an influence and exerciseu 
a protectorate over the populations 
sinee the very days of the crusade. 
To France then was assigned the 
Syrian region, which was expanded 
to include Mosul on the Tigris and 
Diabekr in the Armenian foothills. 
This assignment was included in the 
famous or notorious Sykes-Picot 
treaty. 

In:‘ this arrangement Britain was 
to have Mesopotamia, to exercise a 
protectorate ovet all the Arabian 
lands to the south of the French 
area, and to become the chief guar- 
antor ot the state of Palestine, to 
be created by the allies in complete 
accord. But in Paris the Britisn ana 
the French openly .quarreled. The 
British advocated the “scrapping” 
of the Sykes-Picot treaty and the 
erection of a _ really independent 
Arab state. The French, seeing in 
such a state an inevitable expansion 
of British influence to cover -the 
whole Arabian world, insisted upon 
their treaty rights, the Arabs de- 
manded liberty, the question filled 
Paris with’ bitterness. ¥ 

In the end the French have plain- 
ly prevailed, in so far as_ their 
Syrian hopes are concerned, al- 
though there have been reductions 
of their sphere and there is at least 
-a polite fiction that behind the 
coast, where the French are solidly 
established, Aleppo and Damascus 
shall be within the area of an inde- 
pendent Arab state. Still the rights 
of France to penctrate this area pa- 
cifically are conceded and the end 
will hardly be other than the usual 
ending of all such operations. Syria 
will doubtless be French. 

By the same token, south and east 
of Syria we shall have-both a free 
Palestine under allied protection and 


an Arab state, which will beyond 
doubt drift into the status of a+. 
British protectorate. Much criticism. 
is heard of such settlements, yet. 
one has only to see the region and: 
the people to realize how hopeless 
is the native situation, how useless 
to expect that unaided by the west 
the Near East can develop, can res-,| 
cue itself from the misery and iner- 
‘tia which have been the conse- 
quences of centuries of Turkish 
rule, 
Problem in Palestine. 


Palestine will present a very diffi- 
cult problem, because, despite its 
Hebraic traditions and the presence 
of a small Jewish population, the 
great, mass of the people are Arab} 
and, therefore, Mohammedan, and ' 
the creation of a Jewish state must, 
in some measure, do violence to the 
will, 1f not the interests, of those, 
the moment, constitute a 
clear majority of the population. 
Thus, a garnison, an expenditure of 
money and of men for protction of 
the new Jewish state, is certain to 
be required and required of the 
British. . 

_ We have theh, the Arab world, 
or the Asiatic part of it, the three- 
fold problem created by the Arab 
aspirants, Which are for unity and 
complete liberty, although the vast 
mass of the population is by no 
means in the state of acute national* 
istic consciousness existing in the 
Balkans ten years ago, and by the 
sonata and British policies ex- 

ressed in spheres of interest, to 
which must be added the local*and 
peculiar circumstances created by 
the Zionistic question. ; 

The religious aspect of the Arab 
problem is very grave, even graver 
than the racial, for the Arab is in 
reality far more religious than eth- 
inically conscious. That both Brit- 
ain and France have had long expve- 
rience in dealing with Mohammedan 
races, and the French, in particular, 
with the Arabs in North Africa, is 
an advantage, but it is no less the 
fact that the Arabian probleni seems 
certain to have many serious crises 
before it is resolved, if at least it is. 
and the possibilities of its influenc- 
ing evilly French, British and Ital- 
ian interests in the north of Africa 
cannot be denied. India and Egypt 
will almost certainly be disturbed, 
have, in fact, already been dis- 
turbed by the Mohammedan phase of 
both the Turkish and the Arabian 
question. : 

But beside the Armenian question 
the Arabian is simple. Two circum- 
stances combine to make it almost. 
hopcless of solution. In the first 
place, the systematic massacre of 
the Armenians has resulted in re- 
ducing their numbers to a point 
where they are a minority in many 
districts incontestibly Armenian a 
few years ago. In the second pi*ce, 
the costs of creating and maintain- 
ing an Armenian state are s that 
only a nation without a™ 
fear for its own resources an 
an unselfishness beyond all cavil, 
could or would undertake it. 

The truth is that a large army 
would be required to establish an 
Armenian state, and it would mean 
establishing a state in which the 
Armenians were in many districts a 
clear majority., Thus, as far as 
one can see into the future, Ar- 
menia would have to be protected. 
The country is not without exceed- 


ito develop them would require vast 
expenditures for roads and rail- 
ways. Not in any time which can 
be’ caleulated would the reward to 
the nation making the sacrifice in 
any materia) sense’ be commensurate 
with the costs. Nor can one blink 
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the single sacrifice. To suppress | 
the kurds, and to guarantee Ar- 
menians against the Turkish neigh- 
bors, would mean carrying on not 
one but many little campaigns in a 
country difficult for all military op- 
erations.

When the mandate for Armenia 
was offered to the United States the 
San Remo conference did not go De- 
yond the facts presented in Paris, 
where President Wilson was frank- 
ly to accept the Armenian burden 
and.made no disguise of the fact 
In proffering this mandate, the San 
Remo conference accompanied it 
with an invitation to the 
States to draw the boundaries of 
the state as it should see fi 

But this in reality, was merely 
taking cognizance of anotner diffi- 
culty, for there are in fact two Ar- 
menias, the greater, which les 
about Erzerum; the lesser, which 
touches the Mediterranean at the 
Gulf of Alexandretta. Thus, in the 
maps the Armenians have made for 
their state, Armenia extends tiruua 
the Mediterranean to the Black 
Sea, from Batum to Adana. But in 
lesser Armenia the Armenians are 
but a despairing remnant. It is here 
that massacres have been most sys- 
tematic, not merely in the recent 
war time, but stretching back over 
many years. 

To include lesser Armenia in the 
new Armenian state is to expand 
greatly the task of administration 
of garrisoning, to multiply the ex- 
pense in money and in lives. In tne 
days when the allies against Ger- 
many were making secret treaties, 
both the Armenias were assigned ta 
Russia. Thus it was agreed that, 
through Asia Minor, Russia would 
realize her long sought goal, an out- 
let on the Mediterranean. For such 
atask the old Russia was well 
equipped, with her vast resources in 
men and her autocratic government, 
which permitted the rulers to use 
their resources, human and material, 
as they chose. 

But all arrangement went by the 
board with so many more,- when 
Russia turned “red.” Now in simple 
terms the proposal to the United 
States to fix the frontier of Arme- 
nia amounts merély to a polite ret- 
erence to the country of the double 
problem. We are asked in terms 
Will you accept any responsibility” 
Will you accept responsibility for 
all of Armenia, as the Armenians 
draw their boundaries, with full jus- 
tice, recognizing the old Situation 
before the massacres, or only for 
the Greater Armenia?” 


Beyond indicating the reat

It does not as in 
the case of French claims on Syria 
rest upon traditional policy and 
large material investments. It is 
purely and simply a questiou of 
colonial ambition. 


Italy is a Mediterranean power, 
the largest of the merely Mediter- 
renean powers. She sees Britain 
France and even Greece, greatly in- 
creasing their Mediterranean hold- 
ings and she demands a share. Her 
claim has been recognized by her 
allies and she finds herself about 
to undertake a new colonial ven- 
ture on the southern shore of Asia 
Minor. But she has to reckon with- 
two hostilities, the Greek and the 
Turkish. The latter will be more 
serious, because Greece lies open 
to the menage of an Italian fleet, 
but Turkey is being transformed 
into an inland state. 

Claims of Greece. 

There is next the Greek claim. 
All of Asia Minor was once includ- 
ed within the frontiers of the By: 
zantine empire, which was Greek. 
The population on the Aegean coast 
of Asia Minor and, in some degree 
on the southern coast, that is, in- 
side the Italian sphere of influence, 
is Greek and has been Greek sinée 
the Persian attacks upon Greek col- 
onies in Asia precipitated those 
Persian wars which were the glory 
and the marvel of classical Greece. 
Smyrna is a, Greek city and much 
of the hinterland is inhabited by 
Hellenes. 


In doing justice @ Greece the 
British and the French have been 
rigidly limited by Italian aspira- 
tions. Italy has seized some of the 
Greek Islands in the Aegean, in- 
cluding Rhodes and the Dodecane- 
sus. She has opposed all Greek 
claims, becayse in Asia Minor as in 
Albania she sées in Greece her real 
commercial rival. The new Greece 
which emerged from the world wal 
will be at least half as large in 
area as Italy and holding Salonftca, 
Smyrna and the Piraeus, will be 
far more advantageously placed. 


We have had, then, another com- 
promise. Greece will have Smyrna 
and a block of territory about it 
facing the Aegean on a 60-mile 
frontage and extending inland for a 
similar distance, but the title will 
remain to be settled by some hocus 
pocus self-determining § arrange- 
ment later, which means never. 
The problem is whether the Greeks 
can hold the territory assigned to 
them or will be driven out by the 
Turks. And to hold it will make a 
real draft upon Hellenic resources. 
although the task is not beyond 
Greek capacity. 

As it now stands, there wi!l re- 
main the heart of Anatolia and the 
‘sea frontage on the Aegean north 
of the Greek sphere and on the Sea ) 
of Marmora, which will be assigned 
fo the Tork, whilé nominally the 
Sultan will occupy Constantinople, 
although actuallv he will be the’ 
prisoneft of the British, who may 
endeavor to rule Turkey through 
him, as they rule Egypt through the 
Khedive, and as the French rule 
Moroceo and Tunis through the 
Sultan and the Bey, respectively. 

But will the Turks submit? At 
least they are in arms now and al- 
lied control of Asia Minor does not 
to the expansion of the spheres of 
extend far beyond the coast. And 
if they do not submit. will the Brit- 
ish care to expend the blood and 
treasure necessary to conquer Asia 
Minor? They will have the assist- 
ance of the Greeks, certainly; they 
may have a measure of support 
from the Italians and the French, 
but only at the price of consenting 
influence of each. 

Nor can one mistake the fact that 
British possession of Constantinople 
will cause heartburnings in 
Paris and Rome; indeed, it 
has alreadr.. Added to that 
is the thetruth that no matter 
what k'd‘of a Russia emerges from 
the present chaos, that Russia will 
turn its ey.s toward the Golden 
Horn and the straits which open out 
into warm water and are, in fact, 
the entrances to Russia, the gate- 
way of the vast country. 

Big British Problems. 

At Censtantinople, at Bagdad, at 
Basra. the British have now tackled 
what is, perhaps, the greatest prob-, 
lem in their colonial history, which 
has been revlete with gig problems. 
And in addition, their recent treaty 
with Persia brin ys that country into 
their svhere of operations. the 
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strips of territory the other 


nations, big and little, have 
along thé Anatolian and Syrian 
shores aré of small importance, by 
comparison with that which will 
fall to the British, if logically and 
almost inescapably they follow their 
present course. é 

A consequence of this fact will be 
that there will be 
leveled against the British for im- 
perialistic policies. But the fact is 
quite, I am satisfied, that the most 
thoughtful Englishmew 
apprehensian at the ,eaormous ex- 
pansion of British commitments as 
a consequence of the present peace 
United } | 
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takensettlement. ‘fhe trouble is that ev- 
erything west. of India cannot be 
wiewed.as anything but a British 
concern and by that I mean that Af- 
ghanistan, Persia, Mesopotamia, 
Arabia, Anatolia, with its Constan- 
tinople annex, have for Britain at 
once a threat and a challenge. 
Perhps in due time the British 
will give way to the Greeks in Con- 
stantinople. This would be a log- 
ical step, But at the moment Greece 
has a great task on hand absorbing 
the vast acquisitions of the past 
eight yvears. We may see an eve!

New Orieans, la, 3 May 8.—(Special.)— 
The first week of May proved a wet one, 
and while detrimental to the ec in the 
Mississippi valley and south Atlantic states, 
was of benefit in Texas and Oklahoma. 
Therefore, so far as progress of crop is 
concerned, developments of the week were 
about a standoff. Usually a large portion 
of the crop is chopped to a stand at thie 
period of the season. This year prepara- 
tions are very backward and little chopping 
has been possible. 

Prevailing conditions in the Interier, now 
that Texas and Oklahoma have been re 
lieved by timely rains, makes it imperative 
for dry, warm weather to return immedi- 
ately and last for a fortnight or two weeks 
in order to enable farmers to work to ad- 
vantage in the fields. 

The thing to be feared now is too much 
rain, even in Texas, for while moderately 
heavy rains were wanted and received in 
the southwest, the continuance of wet weath- 
er there and in other sections of the belt, 
would prevent field work, already handi- 
capped by the scarcity of labor. If the 
remaining three weeks of the month are wet, 
the rains would make crop accounts less fa- 
vorable since farmers would find their 
crops in the grass. 

Weekly trade review reports a slowing 
down of industrial activity, especially in 
wearing apparel, in which price conces- 
sions have been made in first hands, but 
report of Marshal-Field & Co. states that 
current wholesale distribution of cotton 
goods is considerably in excess of the cor- 
responding week last year or in previous 
years, 

Cotton contracts, future delivery, new 
crop options, remain at value; that is, they 
are worth prevailing about 85 cents since 
middling cotion in the south is ruling around 
41 cents, ranging from about 40 to 42 cents 
in the interlor, and because of prospecu 
for au urgent demand for new crop cotton 
when available due to the present supply of 
white cotton being very scarce in America. 
For these reasons and the indicated small 
acreage, we favor buying, especially on de- 
pressions, H. B.

New York, May 8—The stock 
market was without definite trend 
at the opening of today’s brief ses- 
sion, but soon strengthened on a 
fairly extensive inquiry for oils and 
rails. 

Latest developments in the Mexi- 
can situation were favorably inter- 
preted by traders, who soon became 
active in the two. issues of Pan- 
American Petroleum at gains of 51 
and 6% points, with a net advance 
of 9% for Mexican Petroleum. 

The European oils.and also domes- 
tic issues of that division augment- 
ed recent gains, Royal Dutch mak- 
ing a new high record at its ex- 
treme rise to 120%, 


Buying of rails centered in the 
low-priced shares, especially Texas 
and Pacitic, in which a gross gain 
of 3 Was retained. Reck Island and 
New Haven also were strong with 
several investments, including 
transcontinental. 

Towards the end the movement 
extended to steels and equipments, 
Crucible making a net gain of & 
points on comparatively large trans- 
actions, While United States steel 


closed at an advance of 2 points. 


The recent inquiry for shippings, 
motors and specialties was less 
marked, but early reversals in those 
issues were largely recovered, final 
prices in a majority of instanecs be- 
ing at or near the best of the day.

A resolution on the prohibition 
situation Wwee-tntroduced by W. H. 
Anderson, of the. Anti-Saloon 
League of New York, who stated 
that much of the hindrance to the 


enforcement of the federal prohibi- 
tion amendment wa rought about 
by deiiberate misrepresentation. The 
resolution stated that Methodism’s 
effort to banish the liquor traffic 
was aimed at alcohol and the trar- 
fic therein for beverage purposes, 
and disclaimed any intention to in- 
terfere with the religious liberty of 
any church.

U.S. ARMY ACADEMY 
ATTACKED BY ELICI 


Boston, May 8.—The United States 
military academy was criticised by 
Dr. Charles W, Eliot, president- 
emeritus of Harvard, in a letter to 
Brigadier General John W. Ruck- 
man, U. S. commander of the north 
Atlantic coast artillery district. 
General Ruckman had written Dr. 
Eliot to ascertain whether certain 
comments on West Point teaching 
which he was reported as having 


made in an address before the Har- 
vard Teachers’ association were 
correct. 

In the published report of his re- 
marks Dr. Eliot was quoted as say- 
ing: “I hope we shall never take 
our example for public school ad- 
ministration from West Point. It 
is a good example for just what an 
educational institution should not 
be. This was shown by the ineffi- 
ciency and failure of its graduates 
in the war.” 

Dr. Eliot replied to General 
Ruckman that this quotation, while 
not in his exact words, was sub- 
stantially correct. He continued: 

“In my opinion, 
school or college intended (for 
youths of between 18 and 22 years 
of age should accept ill- prepared 
material as West Point accepts.” 
No school or college, Dr. Eliot said, 
should have a completely prescribed 
curriculum or have its teaching 
done almost exclusively by recent 
graduates of the same school or 
college, who are not teachers and 
serve for short terms. 

“West Point, so far as its teach- 
ers are concerned,” the letter con- 
tinues, “breeds in-and-in, a very 
bad practice for any educational 
institution. 

“The graduates of West Point 
during the world war, both in the 
field and in business office, did not 
escape—with few exceptions—from 
the methods which they had been 
taught and drilled in during peace. 
Thé methods of fighting were in 
the main new, and the methods of 
supply and accounting ought to 
have been new. The red-tape meth- 
ods prescribed to the American 
regular army in peace times and 
the acquired habit among American 
regular army officers of ‘passing 
the buck’ were very mischievous all 
through the actual fighting, and 
remain a sertous impediment to the 
efficiency of the war department to 
this day.” 

Dr. ‘Fliot said he did not agree 
with General Ruckman that ff the 
statements he had made before the 
teachers’ association were correct, 
“the military academy ought to be 
abolished.” but that he did think ia 
ought to be changed.

"DRY GOODS REVIEW 


New York, May 8.—Cotton goods markets 
have been very quiet, due in some part to 
demands made for higher wages and shorter 
hours by some of the radical unions. Buyers 
are waiting and sellers prefer to hold off 
until something more definite may be known 
as to future costs. 

The unsettled conditions in silk markets 
and the reductions now being announced by 
retailers, combined with recent announce- 
ments on the part of jobbers to pursue a 
cautious buying policy in futuré, have add- 
ed to the uncertainty of merchandising. 
Even in instances where advances can be 
secured on goods to be priced for future 
delivery, merchants are advising withhold- 
ing openings, the general _gesire being to 
check any furthér rise if is possible. 

Print cloths, sheetings and some lines of 
convertibles are easier in price in a very 
limited way. Offerings are being made 
here of goods made in Japan at prices 
below those current for goods of similar 
construction and imports continue large. 

Bleached cottons are dull, ginghams very 
firm and heavy colored cottons of some 
kinds unobtainable from mille for prompt 
shipment. Converters are doing a very 
light business ow future goods, but charges 
on old orders continue quite full. 

The movement of merchandise is still very 
irregular owing to the congestion at trans- 
portation channels. Finishers report a de- 
clining demand.

With splendid ferces at command, 
the government has collected a mass 
of information which gives’'a clear 
insight. into the situation as it af- 
fects the entire country. The great 
corn growing states, as well as the 
small grain states and the cotton 
states, are face to face with the 
problem of farm labor. 

We will look into that later; let 
us see what. is the exact situation 
in the ten cotton progucing states: 
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105.5 
Supply and Demand. 

Take the north Atlantic states—- 
Maine, New Hampshire, Yermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania—we find the general 
average as follows: Farm labor sup- 
ply, per cent of normal: 1919, 82.38; 
1920, 62.3. Farm labor demand, per

In this coun- 
try, prior to the war, a bond was 
a curiosity to the average businegs 
man. In April of 1917 there were 
only 500,000 bondholdcrs in the en- 
tire United States. 

As-a matter of patriotism our peo- 
ple bought war. bonds—-325,0.% 399,- 
000 worth of ‘them. : But during the 
past year, as ptrices now show, many 
of these bonds have been dumped 
on the market, sold at a loss, to 
raise money for what James J. Hill 
called the cost of high living. We 
have famblers in this country g&a- | 
lore: but few real investors. Far 
the few that know how to save 
money and put it to work safely 
and wisely these are times that 
céMe only once in seweral genera- 
tions. 

“How much money can you save 
in the next twelve months?” was 
asked of the woman visitor, after 
a pause spent in hasty reflection 
of the foregoing facts. 

Slow Savipg. 

“T can count on $250,” 
reply after some figuring. 

“Well, you can buy that oil stock} 
if you want to gamble and you féel 
that you can afford to lose your 
$600,” was volunteered. “You may 
win. But my advice to you is to 
take the money you have already 
saved, send it to a broker whose 
name I will give you, tell him to 
buy you a $1,000 fourth Liberty 
4% per cent bond and that you will 
pay the balance on monthly install- 
ments within a year. You will then 
own a bond that will bring you in 
$42.50 interest every year, and in 
time will be able to sell it at par 
er better, that is $1,000 showing a 
profit of $150 or more.” 

She left with the name of a re- 
liable broker and a promise to be- 
come a real investor. 

Any man or woman who has 
money they can afford to lose has 
just as much moral right to specu- 
late in stocks on a margin as @ 
merchant who lays in an extra sup- 
piy of goods on credit or takes on 
some new side line. 

Matter of Business. ; 

Making credit work is all a mat- 
ter of business. If the question as 
to whether it is wise to speculate in 
the stock market on a margin were 
put to men like John D. Rockefeller 
or George F. Baker or J. P. Morgan 
the answer would be an emphatic 
no. These men, however, are certain 
from personal experience that good 
money can be made by buying the 
right securities at the right time 
and paying for them either in full 
or in part. The right securities are 
those of companies with an estab- 
lished record for earning power. 
The right time to buy is when other 
people are selling for personal rea- 
sons and when that selling de- 
presses prices and thus makes the 
income return on safe investments 
attractive. 

Just now Liberty and Victory 
bonds are attractive to the investor 
with idle capital. And $50 or $100 or 
$500 or $1,000 or more thus invested 
will start the buyer on the real 
road to, success. As John D. 
Rockefeller has pointed out time and 
again, it is saving that counts, not 
the making of money. A man or a 
woman who saves money ard buys 
a good bond or a good share or 
stock here and there and reinvests 
the interest or dividends is certain 
to quickly become a better citizen. 

There are other than Liberty or 
Victory bonds that are attractive at 
dott prices. The buyer of a bond

‘Production of Winter 
Wheat Is Estimated 
At 484,647,000 Bushels 


Washington, May 8. — Winter 
wheat pfoduction this year was 
forecasted today at 484,647,000 bush- 
els by the department of agricul- 
ture, which based its estimate on 
conditions prevailing May 1. The 
crop showed a slight improvement 


from April 1, the forecast of pro- 
duction being ~ 1,030,000 bushels 
larger than estimated a month ago. 
Compared with last year’s crop the 
prospective wheat crop has been. 
reduced 33.8 per cent. : 

Abandonment of acreage during 
the winter was a little greater than 
in average years amounting to 11.9 
per cent or 4,605,000 acres. On the 
basis of May 1, reports 34,165,000 
acres will be harvested this vear 
in comparison with nearly 49,000,- 
000 acres last year. 

Shortage of labor and a back- 
ward spring are believed to have re- 
sulted in less abandonment than 
normally would have taken place, 
farmers for those reasons allowing 
fields to stand that otherwise would 
have been plowed under and plant- 
ed to other crops. 


Work on the farms generally is.* 


much behind owing to the cold and 
wet spring and plowing on May 1, 
was only 60.1 per cent completed, 
compared with a-¢en-year average 
of 71.4 per cent. Spring lanting 
was 50.2 per cent finished while 
it is 69.0 per cent done on May i.

walk along 
Whitehall street today, 
with its swarm of people, 
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SITE OF PRESENT WHIT

glowing shopwindows, its whirl and crush of 
traffic, do you ever stop to think what this same 
thoroughfare was in the.days of its «infancy, 
and would you like to know how many people 
were in Atlanta; then, what businesses and in- 
terests were theirs; how, in short, the Atlanta 
of 1920 compares with the Atlanta of 1867? 


Few people living in Atlanta today can tell 
you. . Pioneers like Mr. Frank P. Rice may re- 
call those days. Another is ‘‘Uncle Johnny’”’ 
Crawford, who will be 84 the first of next July, 
and who well remembers when the first horse- 
car moved out Whitehall street toward West 
End, with George W. Adair on the front steps, 
‘“‘whoopin’ and hollerin’ and wavin’ his hat,’’ 
so Uncle Johnny-says. Should you want the 
story first-hand you will find him almost any 
day in the silk department, at Rich’s, still sell- 
ing goods ds he sold them in the good old days 
when the best silk was only $1 a yard. 


But to most of us the year 1867 seems very 
long ago. And so it is, for even the Atlanta 
buildings and institutions which to us appear 
ancient, to the Atlantians of 1867 were only a 
dream of the future. 


-HOW ABLANTA BEGAN 

Atlanta in 1867 vhas a city just 31 years old, 
born in 1836 when the state legislature passed 
an act authorizing the building of a railroad 
from the Tennesse@ line to the southwestern 
bank of the Chattahoochee, ‘“‘at a point most 
eligible for the running of branch roads to 
Athens, Madison, Milledgeville, Forsyth and Co- 
lumbus,’’ and when Hardy Ivy, Atlanta’s ‘‘first 
citizen,’’ built a rude fog shanty, Atlanta’s first 
house, not far from the present Five Points. 


To the town of Terminus, as it was christened, 
came Atlanta’s first crowd in 1842——‘‘nearly five 
hundred people’’—to see the railroad’s original 
engine hauled from Madison, Ga., through the 
country on a wagon drawn by sixteen mules. 
The opening of the railroad marked the begin- 
nings of Atlanta’s growth, until, in 1844, her ten 
families incorporated their ‘‘city’’ and christened 
it Marthasville in honor of the daughter of Gov- 
ernor Lumpkin. 


Two years later Atlanta got its present name. 
J. Edgar Thompson, chief engineer of the Geor- 
gia railroad, in a letter to Richard Peters, an- 
other engineer of the road, suggested Atlanta 
as a better name for the terminus of the West- 
ern and Atlantic, deriving it from the word ‘At- 
lantic’’ and using the expression, ‘‘masculine. 
Atlantic; feminine, Atlanta.” ‘The name was 
painted on the little shack of-a depot, and on 
December 28, 1847, the legislature Officially so 
1amed it. ‘ 

ATLANTA‘’S FIRST MAYOB 

When Atlanta was 12 years old, she had her 
first,city election. Two hundred and fifteen men, 
every voter in the city, cast their ballot, and 
Moses W. Formwalt was elected Atlanta’s first 
mayor. Six councilmen were chosen—Jonas S. 
Smith, Benjamin F. Bomar, Robert W. Ballard. 
James A. Collins, Anderson W. Walton and 
Leonard C. Simpson. 


In the years that followed, until the Civil 
war, Atlanta grew fast. Churches were organ- 
ized and built, a newspaper founded. fire com- 
panies started, new businesses established. an- 
other railroad completed, and new blood flocked 
to the city from many surrounding states. 

EARLY CITIZENS 
The year 1854 found Atlanta a thriving little 
city of 6,000 people, with sixty stores; the sales 
of which ran up to a million and a half annually. 

‘Then came the war, the battle of Atlanta, the 
shelling and burning of the city by Sherman’s 
troops and the evacuation of the populace. 

It was in the face of heart-breaking dev- 
astation, with the pain of untold hardships and 
sorrows still upon them, that the people of At- 
lanta began the rebuilding .of their city and, 
through the years of 1865, 1866, 1867 and 1868, 
lived and worked with their eyes on a dream 
of the future that has come true largely because 
they so willed it. 7 

First steps toward rebuilding the city were 
taken at a public meeting called by Mayor James 
M. Calhoun, John M. Clarke, W. R. Venable, 
J. L. Dunning, J. W. Manning and John Silvey.

The incorporate limits of Atlanta in 1867 in- 
closed a circle three miles in diameter, with its 
center the old Union passenger station. The 
population, shown by a census taken at the di- 
rection of the city council, was 10,094 whites 
and 9,288 blacks. Among the former were 449 
widows and orphans of Confederate soldiers. 

Few streets of the city were paved beyond the 
business section, and the streets in the business 
section had only just been cleared of the great 
piles of rubbish left by’ the invading army of 
Sherman. There were no street cars until four 
years later, when George W. Adair organized 
a company, and the first line was built along 
Whitehall street as far as the McPherson bar- 
racks in West End. The first car was a horse- 
drawn conveyance~ that, made its first trip in 
September, 1871, 

ATLANTA HAD A MARKET THEN 


There were about 250 stores gn Whitehall, 
Peachtree, Decatur, Pryor, Alabama and other 


thain business streets, and there were 338 bust | 


ness houses altogether licensed by city. coun- 
cil, all of them doing business on small capital, 
and most of them occupying small buildings 
that were almost shanties. There were practi- 
cally no manufacturing houses, but the city 
boasted two planing mills and building was 
booming. | 

Atlanta had one thing then which she has 
not now—a city market. Two ‘‘market houses” 
were located in the center of the business dis- 
trict, near the depot, where all green grocers 
had stalls rented and where the housewives did 
all their marketing. The market houses were 
in charge of two men appointed by city council, 
who regulated them strictly. 


PROGRESS IN 1867 

During this period many Atlanta citizens re- 
turned from South Georgia, where they had 
been forced to take their families during the 
federal occupation, and new citizens from other 
parts of the country took up residence here. The 
result was a boom in building and business. 
John H. James started his banking husiness in 
a window on Whitehall street, J. C. Peck re- 
built his planing mill, the Third Baptist church 
was founded by contributions from Joseph M. 
Brown and others, E. E. Rawson rebuilt his 
store on Whitehall street, Moore & Marsh built 
a store on Whitehall street, Louis DeGive built 
the opera hourse on Marietta street in 1870. 
the corner-stone of the Catholic church was laid 
by Father Ryan, the Fourth Baptist church was 
built by John H. James, H. I. Kimball built the 
Kimball House at a cost of nearly half a mil- 
lion dollars, the old Republic Block was built 
on Pryor street, the Austell building was erected 
on Decatur street, and the Union Passenger sta- 
tion ‘was put up by three railroads. Among the 
banks opened were John H. James’, the Georgia 
National, the Atlanta National, the Georgia Trust 
company, the Citizens’ and State of Georgia. 
George W. Adair opened a real estate business 
in 1868, and the Constitution was founded the 
Same year. The Hebrew Synagogue wus founded 


‘by Jacob Steinheimer in 1867, and the same 


yeaf saw the founding of the Loyd Street Meth- 
odist Episcopal church. 

The year 1867 also saw the founding of the 
Young Men’s Library Association, the nucleus of 
the present Carnegie Library, and the first dona- 
tion to the library of the book, ‘Appleton’s 
~yclopedia,”’ given by L. P. Grant. The Hibernian 
society, headed by B. T. Lamb: the Concordia 
Association, headed by A. Landsberg: the La- 
dies’ Memorial Association and three fire com- 
panies were among the semi-social organizations. 

There is, perhaps, no one in Atlanta with a 
clearer and more interesting recollection of 
those far-off days than Mrs. J. H. Morgan, of 
180 Spring street, president of the Society of 
Pioneer Women, a leader in the Confederate 
Memorial Association and a resident of Atlanta 
during the’ war and the dark days that followed. 

Mrs. Morgan remembers when Atlanta’s lead- 


ing theater was the Athaeneum, on Decatur - 


street, and she recalls a performance during the 
war of “Harlequin and Columbine,” at which 
was present Bell Boyd, the famous woman spy 
of the Confederacy. 


ATLANTA’S FIRST GRAND OPERA 

She went to Atlanta’s “first grand opera sea- 
son,’’ when Carlotta Patti, sister of the cele- 
brated Adelina, sang “Norma” in a hall near 
Alabama and Broad streets above a block of 
stores. 

Mrs. Morgan has ribbons of honor which 
show that she was a hospital worker in three 
wars—the Civil war, when she labored in the 
hospital near the Union Passenger station, 
where thousands of Confederate dead were 
brought in; the Spanish-American war, when 
she was on duty with the sick at Fort MePher- 
son, and the world war, when she was a worker 
for the American Red Cross. 


“Those were dreadful days in the Civil war,” 
she says. ‘I have seen wounded men lying by 
scores along the sidewalks around the Union 
depot, so fearfully mangled that their legs had 
to be amputated by torchlight. And I have held 
the basins at such amputations.” 

Among Mrs. Morgan’s most prized possessions 
is a scrapbook containing more interesting me- 
mentoes of Atlanta of the old days than you 
ean find in‘any library or museum. 

PRICES HIGH IN °*65 
One of the first clippings in the scrapbook is 


a bill of sale for goods bought by her husband 


in Savannah which shows that prices during the 
period after the Civil war were not much lower 
than they are today.

Mrs. Morgan’s scrapbook contains many pro- 
grams: of theatrical. performances of \vesterday, 
from Joseph Jefferson in ‘‘Rip Van Winkle” to 
performances of the Atlanta Amateurs at Davis’ 
Hall. The committee on arrangements for one 
of the latter was composed of Dr. H. Orme, T. 
T. Smith, T. Glenn, A. Talley, Dr. Lon Orme, 
J. Clancy and Mr. Shecutt. 

The year in which ‘“‘The Kingdom of Mother 
Goose’ was given by the Amateurs at DeGive'’s 
opera hourse is not stated on the program, but, 
judging by the names of some of the performers, 
it was when many revered Atlanta citizens were 
running around in knee-pants. 

The ‘“‘Ten Little Injuns’’ of this show were 
‘Masters John Grant, Hugh McConnell, Frank 
Smith, Dick Courtney, Willie Wilson, Charlie 
Rice, Tom Cobb Jackson. George Travis, Charlie

B. Gordon was the elector from Fulton county 
on the ticket. 

NEW YEAR'S CALLERS 

The custom of New Year’s calling in those 
days was one of the most festively observed, as 
witness a number of unique cards Mrs. Morgan 
has saved in her book for the years 1871 and 
1872. The cards were engraved especially for 
New Year’s, with designs in the corners of ap- 
propriate fashion. Among the callers were T. 
M. Brumby, C. C. Eckford, George M. Hammond, 
Colin M. Fraser, George G. Leake, Robert F. 
Brice, W. Jd. Warlick, E. 8S. McCandless, John 
B. Daniel, Charlie B. Mitchell, Charlie E. Har- 
man, Willie B. Walker, Stephen R. Johnston, 
John F. Blodgett, J. W. Gook, William H.

M. Pontie 1s not the first observer to predict 
sex warfare, but none of his predecessors in 
prophecy has been so specific. He goes on to 
point out that “the army of amazons will have 
superior numbers over the army of men. Women 
are eager to revenge the long ages of submission 
to man and it is possible they may conquer.” 

Then comes an astounding suggestion as to a 
possible way of averting disaster, as well as a 
revelation of the basic difficulty that keeps on 
promising it. “I believe,” says M. Pontie, “that 
the only way to forestall this struggle is by legal- 
izing- polygamy, thus reducing the numbers of 
unmarried women. But poiygamy is not practi- 
cable unless the high cost of living is reduced. A 
man cannot afford more than one wife at present. 

“France is not the only nation possessing an 
excess of women over men. The same regrettable 
disproportion is found throughout nearly the 
whole of Europe. 

“The apostles of feminism say that the prob- 
Jem will be solved by opening all avenues of work 
to women so that all can become self-supporting 


and have no need for husbands. Perhaps this 1s 
true, but when that condition arrives we shal] no 


longer have the two sexes living in harmony. As

the works population increases tg@mpetition for 
bread will become more bitter between those 
wearing trousers and those wearing skirts.” 
Such an analysis and such predictions would 
be less startling if they were not accompanied by 
many evidences of sex controversy throughout the 
world. The after-the-war manifestations extend 
as far as you may look—even to Turkey where 
there is open feminine rebellion. The harem as 
an institution fs, we are told, pretty well shat- 
tered. France is pictured as in rather a hysteri- 


‘ ca] state as to sex questions. Free lovemnd state 


control of children is being freely aavocated. It 
is declared that women must have absolute free- 
dom, and at the same time the government recog- 
nizes the need for more children; Fecognizes it so 
keenly that there is talk of the “maternity card” 
to be issued on a doctor’s certificate to women 
married or unmarried as entitling holders to 
special privileges ingemployment. Moreover, a 
maternity. card is five wemen full rights to 
her child. There »>e no more paternal inter- 
ference if this sche® 4 carried into eifect. 

Nothing in the French suggestion is more 
startling to France than that point of contro! of 
children. The whole trend of what feminists call 
“man-made laws” has been to give superior con- 
trol rights to the father. These laws have done 
this on the theory that the economic burden being 
fixed upon the father by law, law must give him 
precedence in control. Feminism answers that no 
consideration should rob the mother. 

Contrast this corisideration with that brought 
forward by Cardinal O’Connell, who declares that 
“there can be no doubt that one of the chief causes 
of this sinister feminism we are seeing so much 
of about us is what appears to be an increasing 
weakness on the part of the manhood of the 
nation. The very fact that women are so often 
clamoring to take al] the power and authority 
into their hands is certainly no compliment to the 
men of the country.” s

Cardinal .O’Connel] insists that “wives and 
children exp@et a father.to. be the boss.” If the 
father abdicates, says thé cardinal, “ff he is away 
every chance he gets, if he takes no interest in 
his children, except to supply enough money to 
support them, he should not be surprised if they 
learn to do without it; he must not be surprised 
if the wives usurp the authority themselves. That 
leads to a false feminism which, unless curbed ir 
time, will certainly have disastrous results.” 

The cardinal firmly believes that women are 
becoming masculine and that men are becoming 
effeminate. It is not difficult to guess what he 
would think of the plea advocated by Mrs. Gas- 
quoine Hartley, in London, for “open recognition 
of honorable partnership outside of marriage, not 
necessarily permanent, with proper provision for 
the future guarding of women, who should be in 
all cases protected.” It is Mrs. Hartley who says 
of England, in a book called “Women’s Wild 


‘ Oats,” that “marriage is not a religion to us. it 


is a sport.” 

Could more be offered in proof of the fact that 
this is a troubled era? If it wére needed here is 
the novelist, Mrs. Elizabeth Holding, denouncing 
the “womanly women” as the “most devastating 
and demoralizing force in all nature,” because 
they leave us to believe “that “their blind and 
ruinous’ maternal passion is a sacred and mys- 
terious thing.” Strong words? It is an era of 
strong words. The Frenchman thinks the strong 
words predict strong deeds—that the sex quar- 
reling will end ultimately in sex war Is he right?

Science on Verge of Discov 


— 


ering Cure for Heart Disease 


BY CLAIR PRICE. 

The wonderful annouffcement, made 
in the British house of commons re- 
cenily, that we are on the eve of far- 
reaching discoveries which may _ re- 
veal the secret of heart disease, has 
attracted great attention throughout 
the world. The announcement was 
mie casually in the course of a 
speech by Captain Walter Elliot, a 
Scoftish member of parliament, who 
opposed an anti-vivisection bill called 
the Dogs’ Protection bill. Captain El- 
liot, who talks with a thick Scottish 
burt, was an officer in the British 
Royal Army Medical Corps during the 
war and has been dubbed in the house 
of commons the “member for science.” 

“Heart disease falls generally into 
two classes,” he told me when I 
called on him recently in London. “We 
used to call them in the British army 
valvular disease of the heart, or ‘V. 
D. H.,’ and disordered action of the 
heart, or ‘D. A. H.”’ The former is a 
mechanical trouble, a sort of leakage 
which, in the heart, resembles the 
leakage of a pump. The latter is an 
organic trouble, a weakness which in 
general corresponds to a weak hand 
at the lever of a pump. Both troubles 
are so interlocking in our heart dis- 


ease cases that it is difficult always 
to separate them, but I think it may 
be said that 75 per cent of our heart 


troubles in the British army fell un- 


der the head of ‘D. A. H.’ 

“We have made, and are making, 
very large advances in the handling 
of both sorts of heart trouble, but in 
the case of: valvular disease of the 
heart, while we have made small prog- 
ress toward curing iz, we now view it 
very much less seriously than we used 
to view it. To revert to the pump 
analogy, a heart which has valvular 
trouble is a pump which is designed to 
handle a capacity, say, of 10 gallons 
an hour, but@which leaks, say, one gal- 
lon an hour. This leakage can be 
heard as a ‘murmur’ during the action 
of the heart. It is due to faulty valves 
in the heart, usually traceable to the 
sears left by old inflammations. It 
was formerly the procedure of doc- 
tors to view it as a very serious ail- 
ment and to warn patients suffering 
from it that it was necessary to avoid 
all strenuous exercise. We feared 
that additional strain on the heart 
would cause it to cease beating alto- 
gether. 

“This view has now been definitely 
nbandoned. We have. known for a 
iong time that tic h compensates’ 


for its lenkage, i. e., if it leaks a gal- 
lon an hour, it pumps eleven gallons 


an hour in order to maintain its usual 
flow of ten gallons an hour. We know 
now that this condition is not a se- 
rious one, when it is not complicated 
with some other form of heart trouble. 
When we are satisfied that it is pure- 
ly valvular disease of the heart which 
affects the patient, we advise him to 
forget about it. If he desires to take 
strenuous exercise, e. ¢., swimming, 
or running, or chopping wood, or some 
othér form of heavy manual labor, we 
tell him by all means to do so. His 
heart is not normal, but a leaky heart 
is not a serious matter and we know 
it now. We no longer condemn him 
to spend the rest of his life as an in- 
valid, afraid that he will drop dead at 
any moment. Our experiences during 
the war have taught us better. 

“The case is not so simple with re- 
spect to a disordered heart, however. 
This is a far more complex matter, 
and here it is that we are making very 
rapid progress in discovering what 
problems we have to deal with and in 
forecasting a cure for the abnormal 
conditions we discover. 

How the Heart Beats. 

“A normal heart, from long before 

birth to death, beats rougbly once a 


second and if it stops beating at any 
time of day or night or weekday or 
Sunday for as long as 60 .seconds, it 
never begins beating again. The 
normal beat begins at the top of the 
heart and runs down to the bottom of 
the heart with the regularity of a toss 
running down the length of a rope. 
When the toss, however, Instead of 
running regularly down the !ength of 
the rope, scatters its force and merely 
sets the rope shaking feebly through- 
out its length, it loses its force, and 
in the same way, when the beat of the 
heart, instead of running regularly 
and easily down from the top of the 


heart to the bottom, merely sets the 


heart feebly a-quiver, we have the con- 
dition called fibrillation. And here we 
have a disordered heart, and a-very 
serious condition which is discovered 
in from 60 to 70 per cent of all heart 
cases in our hospitals. 

“There are several forms of this 
condition. The beat, instead of run- 
ning feebly and irregularly down from 
the top of the organ to the bottom, 
may run around the upper part of 
the heart, and produce what we call 
‘fluttering.’ The essential condition 
is the same, however, and it is not 
one to be lightly approached. ‘Palpi-

fection of the electro-cardiograph. By 
search work by some of the greatest 


heart specialists of the day, notably 
Dr. Thomas Lewis, M. D., F. R. S., of 
the University College hospital, Lon- 
don. and Sir James Mackenzie, both 
of them heart specialists. of world- 
wide authority. ; 
“The best work toward the study of 
auricular fibrillation, as the doctors 
call it, began in 1909 simultaneously 
in Vienna and London, with the per- 
fecton of the electrocardiograph. By 
this instrument, an observer sat un- 
derground, where a base for his in- 
strument free of all vibration could be 
secured, and watched the heart-beats 
of a patient who might be on: the top 
loor of a nearby hospital. This in- 
strument diagrammed the heart-beats, 
and the electro-cardiograms it pro- 
duced showed with a broad black line 
which was quite regular in its forma- 
tion, the intervals between the beats 
of a normal heart. The intervals be- 
tween the beats of a disordered heart, 
however, were shown by very marked 
vibrations in the broad black line. 
How Vivisection Helped. 
ith these electro-cardiograms ob- 
tained in hundreds of cases, the work 


of research into disordered conditions 
of the human heart began. Our next 
step was to go more intimately into 
the structure of the heart than we 
could with hunian beings. We chlo- 


roformed dogs, laid open their chests 
to expose the heart, and then pro- 
duced the disordered conditions which 
we had discovered in human hearts, 
deducing from our success the cause 
of disordered hearts in human beings. 
Jt may be said here, incidentally, that 
these operations on dogs were entirely 
painless. Apart from all considera- 
tions of humanity, which, of course, 
bound us, it would have been fatal to 
the success of our experiments to 
have permitted the dogs to suffer pain, 
for pain in itself deranges the action 
of the heart for the time being. It 
goes without saying that the dogs 
were killed before coming out from 
under the influence of the chloroform, 
and the entire process was as painless 
to the dogs as are the lethal cham- 
bers in which the police put to death 
thousands of stray dogs every year. 
“By these experiments on dogs, we 
succeeded in discovering the cause of 
a disordéred heart. Our discovery, as 
we now know it, is cduched in highly 
technical terms, but reduced to sim. 
ple 38s, we learned that in a disor- 


dered heart the sort ‘of electric cur- 
remt by which the impulse known as 
the heari-beat, encounters’ faulty 
wires, the current is broken up, every 
muscie fibre begins twitching inde- 
pendently, and in some eases, one 
single current, so to speak, gets logse 
and goes coursing round and round the 
heart. We know now that if the cur- 
rent is faulty, we must improve the 
circuit, and by altering the chemical 
salts, we hope we will be able to im- 
prove it and to set this fluttering, use- 
less, palpitating heart beating strong- 
ly, steadily and regularly. 

“What influence will the completion 
of this second stage have upon the 
treatment of heart disease? It is not 
at all possible to say now. It is pose 
sible to say, howeyer, that when 4t is 
completed, we shall have a far greater 
understanding of disordered action of 
the heart and that in itself, apart 
from all question of specific remedies, 
will be greatly to the benefit of treat- 
ment. It is of no use speaking of cure 
or the possibilities of cure, until the 
means are in our hands. The ques- 
tion of cure or alleviation of disor- 
dered action of the heart constitutes 
the third stage of our work and that 
has been hardly entered upon, 
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How Chris Dan Followed On When the 
Crooked Finger of Destiny Beckoned.

HRISTIAN W. DAN was probably born with 
C a bo’sun’s whistle in his mouth. When he 
sits on the edge of his chair you can see the stout 
muscles of his legs rebel against tight trousers, 
and his long arms grow restless for the roominess 
of dungarees. 

Copenhagen was Chris’s birthplace, His father 
apprenticed him to a carpenter. A carpenter he 
therefore became; but at eighteen he added “ship” 
to his trade name, and Chris Dan—ship’s carpen- 
ter—dared for ports, and used his dark eyes and 
keen tongue to conquer the ways of woman and 
the sea.

torians tell us, so that the unfortunate 
woman fell fainting and had to be 
carried out of the royal presence.

For three da;s ‘he king kept her 
in concealment in his royal apartments 
at Versailles. Then openly declaring 
her his mistress, he kept her twenty 
years, creating her by patent Madame 
de. Pompadour. 

She had reached Versailles. 

But the path of the beautiful courte- 
san was aot devoid of thorns, and if 
it had been difficult to reach her goal, 
it was equally difficult to keep it. The 
queen, accustomed t sharing the king 
with royal favorites, treated her kind- 
ly, but not so the royal Princesses Ade- 
laide, the stormy tempered, and Hen- 
riette, whom she fervently hated, be- 
eause of the king’s unnatural fondness 
for her. , 

How She Worked to Keep Beauty. 

Beauty in those days ranked high as 
commercial currency. Wantons traded 
it for titles, and kings jeopardized 
thrones for it. To be ugly was to be 
more degraded than immorality; to be 
sickly was to forfeit one’s position. 

Jeanne de Pompadour began to 
droop and pin3 from jealousy over her 
rival, the king’s own daughter. She 
became weak-chested, pale and thin, 
and those symptoms of illness in those 
days were nothing short of criminal! 
when beauty was founded on fat and, 
color. 

Boucher had ,.immortalized curves 
and flesh; Watteau defined coloring 
and the court was riot with cupids 
and roses and blue true lovers’ knots. 

Jeanne de Pompadour exerted her 
cunning to regain her vanishing beau- 
ty. She pored over mysterious Span- 
ish recipes, for through the marriage 
of the Dauphin with a daughter of 
Philip V of Spain, much of the ornate 
atmosphere of that country had crept 
in, through literature, architecture and 
art. : 

Feigning illness, she remained away 
from the hunt one day in order to ex- 
periment with some beauty recipes. 
For twelve hours she lay on her couch 
with her face bandaged with strips of 
veal, and reappeared then before the 
critical Henriette who had no tolerance 
of the plebeian Poisson, with a skin 
like a rose leaf. From that time on 
she fortified herself with all artificial 
props that could be acquired; brews 


of bitter herbs, which nowadays we 
recognize as possessing laxative value, 
became her evening beverage;steam- 
ing potions of sour wine were used for 
bathing her cheeks, and there lurked 
wisdom in de Pompadour’s methods, 
for wine is an astringent, and the acid 
acts on the skin as a stimulant to the 
pigment. 

The Pompadour’s Milk of Roses. 

It was the Marquis de Pompadour 
who originated the marvelous paste or 
lotion known for a century after as 
Milk of Roses: 

Macerat® twelve ounces rose 'eaves 
in alcohol; add five grams spirits ver- 
bena; two drops attar of roses; half a 
cup red wine; one ounce glycerine; 
powdered orris root to thicken. 

This solution was used to rub over 
the face, reck and arms before dress- 
ing. It became a rage, and courtiers 
and ladies of the court both adopted 
it. Besides, its delightful odor obvi- 
ated the necessity of further preten- 
tions to hygiene. 

De Pompadour practiced other re- 
cipes, unassailable in her power to 
defy social traditions against cleanli- 
ness. When she iueld tete-a-tetes in 
her boudoir with the king, or inti- 
mates, different ladies-in-waiting took 
turns in brushing her golden hair, 
which, released from the heavy head- 
dress worn during that period, and 
freed from the inevitable white coif- 
fure that la grande dame affected, was 
allowed to hang unconfined. This proc- 
ess soothed her nerves; once a week 
her hais was washed in lemon water, 
which, no doubt, added to its luster. 

The malicious Henriette openly rid- 
iculed the favorite’s vulgar attempts 
preserve ‘her charms, the while 
she secretly practiced them herself. 

An cld French ditty records her as 
ruining her eyebrows when singeing 
them as the clever de Pompadour did, 


to 


and almost burning her head off. 

Rosy cheeks grew thereafter on 
every face, pretty or not. Those not 
endowed by nature resorted surrepti- 
tiously to hot vinegar steamings, or 
hot vine baths. Women, seeking royal 
attention, woul! deftly pinch their 
cheeks when their lackeys announced 
the royal approach. 

It was cunning that won Versailles 
for Jeanne de Pompadour, and it was 
cunning that made her immensely 
wealthy; for in that period of twenty 
years intimacy with the king, she ac- 
quired fabulous sums, at a time when 
the French people were starving. 

Louis, who had made his last. favor- . 
ite, de Chateauroux, pay for the blue 
silken sheets on their bed at Ver- 
sailles, anl kept them himself, show- 
ered rich gold and silver gifts on de 
Pompadour from tae first, raised her 
brother to the ran’: of Marquis, and 
allowed her to purchase numerous pa- 
latial chateaux. 

This did her cunning wip for her; 
but it was her beauty that kept her 
the king’s favor for twenty years; and 
to the day of her death, when she was 
forty, she acknowledged no other 
claimant, excepting his own daughter, 
Henriette.

Developed in an Effort to Sink the 


British Warships Anchored Off Amer- 
ican Coast During Revolutionary War. 
Robert Fulton and His “Nautilus.” 
William Pitt Said U-Boat Warfare 
Would Mean the End of All Navies. 
Even as Late as 1900 the Submarine 
Was Dismissed as Unworthy of Con- 


sideration. 


T is not improbable that I have 
given a false impression concern- 
ing the relative merits of the sev- 


eral methods which were developed 
for fighting the submarine. Destroy- 
ers, patrol boats, subchasers, and 
mystery shins all accomplished great 
things in solving the most baffling 
problem prevented by the war. The 
belief is general that the most suc- 
cessful huater of the submarine was 
‘he destroyer, and so far as absolute 
igures are concerned, this is true, 
kostroyers, with their depth charges 

id their gunfire, sank more U-boats 
nan any other agency. 

One type or craft, however, proved 
a more destructive enemy of the sub- 
3 marine than even the destroyer. That 
was a warship of whose achievments 
in this direction little has so far been 
heard. The activities of the German 
submarine have completely occupied 
public attention; and this is perhaps 
the reason why few newspaper read- 
ers have suspected that ‘there were 
otier than German and Austrian sub- 
marines constantly operating at sea. 
Iiveryene has heard of the U-boats, 
yet hcew many have heard anything 
Hi-boats, the E-boats, the K- 
boats and the L-boats? The H-, E-, 


and K-boats were British submarines,

and the L-eboats were American sub- 
marines, 

In the destruction of the German 
underwater craft, these Allied sub- 
marines proved more successful than 
any kind of surface ship. The Allied 
about 600 in number, 
sank thirty-four German submarines 
with gunfire and depth charges; aux- 
fliary patrol craft, such as trawlers, 
yachts, and the like, about 3,000 in 
sank thirty-one; while the 
Allied submarines, which were only 
about 100 in number, sank twenty. 
Sinee, therefore, the Allies had about 
five times as many destroyers as sub- 
marines at work, it is evident that the 
record of the latter vessels surpasses 
that of the most formidable anti-eub- 
marine ‘craft:
